No price was announced, burt 
it is understood the deal could 
be struck for just under 52m. 
The fixed assets of Synthetic 
Resins, essentially consisting of 
one factory producing about 
20,000 tonnes of resins a year, 
are valued at abour £1m. The 
remainder will represcnt work- 
ing, capital. 5 

Synthetic Resins has 225 ent 
ployees. Scoit Bader employs 


about 400. 
Scort Bader, founded in the 
1930s by Mr Ernest Bader, 


specializes in polyester resins. 
In 1952 Mr Bader çave the com- 
pany to his employees, the first 
example of conmaon ownership 
since World War Two. 

The company describes itself 
as a “commonwealth” aud it 
is occasionally confused with 
workers’ cooperatives. Although 
it does not publish formal profit 
figures, it is believed Scort 
Bader wil make profits of 
between £500,000 and £Im this 
year.
